NVITE one of your friend:

This is how it is done: 


Count the number of tail sec- 
tions. If there are six of 
them, he must have stopped 
at the sixth ray below the 
tail. If there are seven sec- 
tions, he stopped at the 
seventh ray, and so on. 

Having done the 
once, add a few more 
tions to the tail and a few 
more rays to the circle and 
repeat the trick. This time 
he will. stop counting on 
another ray, and when you 
point it out to him his sur- 
prise will be greater than 
ever. 

As a last word, it should 
be suggested that you prac- 
tice this trick by yourself 
until you have mastered it 
before trying it on your 
friends.
